onto the sealer Sagona nearby. 
The Sagona was to bring them 


to St. John's for hospital care. 


The men of the Viking sought 


refuge on „ the island after their 
ship was blown up Sunday night. 


Consul General Edward A. Dow 


sent a plea to Washington for an 
American ice Glitter and was pre- 
pared to radio full instructions on 
how the ice field surrounding the 
island might be navigated.

hearing before' the oil board, to 
delay until April 9 a meeting of 
producing states' 
representative 


scheduled here for March 30. 


By that date, Wilbur said, a 


survey of America's oil needs for 
the next six months, being pre- 
pared by a special committee of 
the federal board, would be avail 
able for discussion. 
The survey report was consid- 


ered by officials as a "blueprint" 
to help chart (the industry's course 
toward good business. 


The report will estimate gaso- 


line requirements and how much 
crude oil will be needed to sup- 
ply it. 
Along with this report will be a 


review of oil legislation passed or 
pending in the various state legis- 
latures.

Women, through their homes 
and children, were the greatest 
sufferers under the old regime, 
and any study of prohibition is 
incomplete without certain defin- 
ite facts, hitherto untouched, which 
these women will present to the 
nation."

Undreamed of in Earth Mania

here who do not think the world 
is going speed mad^when they 
read of airplanes traveling* six 
miles a minute. 


These men compute the speed 


of worlds traveling quite 
a 
bit 


faster, in fact they hope soon to 
report some going a million miles 
a minute. That's pretty fast but 
Milton L. Humason, wit' Dr. Ed- 
win 'P. Hubble, more 
than 
a 


month ago clocked a nebula speed- 
ing at 660,000 miles a minute and 
they 
have 
photographed 
some 


which may be traveling at 1,650,- 
000 miles a minute. 


It was .last month that Huma- 


son, spectrascbpic assistant of the 
world's 
leading explorer 
in as- 


tronomy, 
Dr. Hubble, 
presented 


his paper to the Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington reporting the 
speed of a nebula at 11,000 miles a 
second, or 660,000 miles a minute. 
This 
was 
photographed 
by 


means of the world's largest tele- 
scope here, a 100-Inch reflecting 
mirrow at a distance of 120,000,- 
000 light year. A light year is the 
distance light travels in a year at 
186,000 miles a second, or six mil- 
lion million miles. 


Other speeding ' nebulae 
hive 


been photographed as far away as 
300;000,000; -light years,-' or 
two 


and a-half times atf'• fa.iv;A8.'that 
clocked by Humason. 
The "mea- 


surement of speed, however, is by 
a spectroscopic camera, and the 
most distant yet measured is the 
nebula 120,000,000 
light 
years 


away. 


The distant nebulae anpear only 


as faint specka on 
the 
photo- 


graphic plate. It is a very exacts 
ing and difficult task to set the 
spectroscope 
camera 
on 
such 


spects but with present equipment 
it is expected to extend the work 
unil at least nebulae speeding a 
million miles a minute are clock- 
ed. 


Such are the speeds as clocked 


on Mount Wilson, but they are not 
the fastest speeds. 
The astrono- 


mers can look down to the valley 
flood and see the mile-long tube in 
the fields near Santa Ana.

the house by Representative Long 
of Wichita Falls. 
Sterling was 
charged with listening to represen- 
tatives of the Humble Oil and Re- 
fining company, of which he for- 
merly was president, instead of 
the people, while Neff was accus- 
ed of playing "petty politics." 
Long made the charges while 


speaking on point of personal priv- 
ilege, despite several attempts to 
interrupt him by other members 
of the house.

were seized by the officers. The 
still was in operation when the 
raid was made. A white boy was 
arrested and a white man and 
a negro escaped. 


The raid was made by Sheriff 


J. M. Sessions, 
several deputies, 


and a Federal prohibition enforce- 
ment agent. According: to officers 
making the raid, Fagan was cov- 
ered by guns of the officers and 
had his hands above his head 
one of them containing a 38*40 
Colts revolver. When a white man 
and a negro attempted to escape 
•into the brush, members of the 
party gave chase. Fagan was ord- 
ered to drop his gun but instead 
attempted to fire at the officers 
chasing the fleeing men accord- 
ing to the officers, and he was 
shot by Deputy Sheriff Jim Was- 
son, a 38 calibre bullet taking ef- 
fect just. below the heart. 
The 


wounded man lived about thirty 
minutes. 


The raid was staged in the same 


vicinity where Fagan killed Spe- 
cial Ranger Tim Willard about 
three years ago during a -similar 
raid 
Fagan was tried 
for the 


murder of the officer and received 
a penalty of ninety-nine years; the 
case was reversed and remanded 
on appeal, and 
finally dismissed 


on 
a 
plea of 
double jeopardy 


when it was called for retrail.

in the Freestone county jail as 
a, result of the raid, and charges 
will likely

filed 
Wednesday.

NAVARRO COUNTY 


FOR SEED LOANS 


Plans for the immediate certifi- 
cation of Navarro county as 
a 
drought relief area in thu federal 
loan bill recently passed in con- 
gress, were formulated at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee of 
the Navarro county chapter Na- 
tional Red Cross, in the First Na- 
tional Bank building offices Thurs- 
day morning. A mass meeting of 
county bankers, and other people 
who would be instrumental in se- 
curing the certification, was plan- 
ned for the near future. 
Attending the meeting were Miss 
Ethel Randell, field representative 
of the St Louis office; 
Johnny 
Garltty, Jim Nick Garitty, Rev. H. 
J. Ellis, Miss Julia Callicutt, Mrs. 
R. B. Mitchell, Miss Dorothy Drano 
and Mrs. H, Kaufman. 
Reports 


were read by Miss Callicutt and 
Mrs. Mitchell. 


Miss Randell gave a brief re- 
sume of the financial condition of 
the National Red Cross, and stat- 
ed that there was a $5,000,000 dis- 
aster relief reserve In August last 
year, but it had been greatly de- 
pleted by January, principally by 
the purchasing of seeds. The field 
representative said that the veter- 
ans' bonus bill is proving a great 
source of relief. In her talk, Miss 
Randell pointed out that Navarro 
county Is one of a few in Texas 
that have not been certified for 
participation in the federal loan. 
Succeeding talks and round-ta- 


ble discussions brought out that 
Navarro county is in urgent need 
of further aid, principally to the 
farmers, who are facing the crisis 
of spring planting, and no seeds to 
plant; and that the general condi- 
tion of the farming communities 
will be alarming later in the year 
if they are not provided with seed 
to plant, which will furnish work 
for laborers. 
It was shown that 
Navarro county will have little dif- 
ficulty in being eligible for federal 
aid, 
due to the excessive rains, 
drought and storms. 
Further dis- 
cussions brought out specific cases 
where aid is needed, and prelimi- 
nary steps for the certification of 
the county were taken. 
It was decided to call a mass 
meeting of Navarro county bank- 
ers and other persons Interested in 
the work In the near future.
